Mr.  Mayor,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield  and  of  the  work  of  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Department  of  the  Council  during  1962. 

With  the  scheme  of  delegation  of  Health  and  Welfare  personal 
health  services  coming  into  operation  In  April  1961,  from  that  time 
until  1962  was  one  of  development  and  re-arrangement.  However, 
during  the  year  1962,  that  is  the  year  under  review,  further 
consolidation  was  possible.  There  is  no  doubt  at  first  the  Health 
and  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Borough  Council  found  it  difficult 
to  define  clearly  Its  responsibilities,  but  by  the  beginning  of  1962 
the  Committee  was  in  a  position  to  appreciate  many  of  the 
problems  which  were  in  front  of  it  and  give  thought  to  the 
services  necessary  to  deal  with  these  problems. 

Following  on  the  production  of  a  Hospital  Plan  for  England  and 
Wales  which  set  out  the  long  term  plan  for  the  development  of 
the  hospitals  over  the  next  ten  years,  reference  was  made  to  the 
section  on  the  care  in  the  community  which  deals  with  the  local 
authority  services.  It  pointed  out  that  the  local  authority  services 
need  to  be  planned  for  the  same  period  ahead  and  the  Council  was 
asked  to  review  its  Health  and  Welfare  Services  and  draw  up  a 
plan  for  developing  them  over  the  next  ten  years.  It  also  wisely 
suggested  that  hospital  authorities,  executive  councils  and 
local  medical  committees,  housing  authorities  and  voluntary 
organisations  involved  in  providing  health  and  welfare  services 
should  be  consulted.  It  also  asked  County  Councils  to  take  account 
of  views  of  the  district  councils  or  Boroughs  where  the  Health  and 
Welfare  services  had  been  delegated.  In  view  of  this  it  was 
necessary  for  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  to  review  the 
services  in  Sutton  Coldfield  and  submit  to  the  Council  its  considered 
plan  for  the  ten  years  ahead.  After  careful  consideration  the 
Councilagreed  the  plan  and  this  was  referred  tothe  County  Council. 
The  Capital  building  programme  suggested  in  the  ten-year  plan  is 
as  follows: — 
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Whilst  this  ten-year  plan  covers  the  years  1962  to  1972  inclusive 
It  will  be  necessary  to  review  the  plan  each  year.  In  this  town 
there  is  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  sites  for  building  of  clinics  and 
other  necessary  buildings,  and  it  may  be  that  certain  of  the  suggested 
clinics  and  centres  will  have  to  be  changed  from  one  year  to 
another  as  sites  may  become  available.  However,  I  feel  that  the 
suggested  schemes  put  forward  are  worth  while  and  if  carried  out 
will  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  Town. 

One  of  the  disappointing  features  of  the  year  was  the  fact  that 
there  was  delay  in  settling  the  site  for  the  proposed  new  Junior 
Training  Centre.  As  is  well  known  there  was  objection  to  the 
placing  of  this  Training  Centre  in  proximity  to  a  school  in  the 
Banners  Gate  area  and  this  matter  was  referred  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  following  an  enquiry.  In  fact  the  building  of  the  Training 
Centre  should  have  commenced  in  1962,  and  the  delay  is  now 
likely  to  be  considerable  as  at  the  end  of  that  year  of  course,  the 
question  of  the  site  had  not  been  settled. 

However,  in  the  meantime  steps  were  taken  to  have  a  temporary 
training  centre  set  up  in  St.  Nicholas,  a  large  house  belonging  to 
the  Corporation,  adjacent  to  the  Health  Department.  It  was 
ultimately  found  possible  to  house  there  ten  to  twelve  children 
under  the  supervision  of  a  trained  home  teacher,  who  could  give 
instruction  to  them  two  days  per  week,  rather  than  visit  their 
homes,  giving  one  hour’s  teaching  per  week.  In  this  way  the 
children  obtained  approximately  ten  times  the  teaching  which  it 
had  been  possible  to  give  them  at  home.  Apart  from  this,  the 
children  attending  this  centre  were  In  fact  greatly  enjoying  and 
benefiting  from  the  fact  they  were  able  to  play  and  work  with 
other  boys  and  girls.  The  work  at  this  centre  has  developed 
steadily  throughout  the  year  and  at  Christmas  time  an  exhibition 
of  the  work  done  by  the  children  was  on  display  and  received  very 
favourable  comment.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the 
setting  up  of  the  temporary  training  centre  was  a  very  good  thing 
and  that  much  benefit  has  been  derived  from  it.  However,  it  is 
^  in  no  way  the  permanent  answer  and  everyone  still  looks  forward 
with  great  hope  to  the  settlement  of  the  site  question  for  the  new 
training  centre  and  its  speedy  completion. 

During  the  year  steps  were  also  taken  to  obtain  vacancies  for 
children  in  the  Training  Centre  at  Smethwick  and  near  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Smethwick  Training  Centre  offered  six  places  to 
Sutton  Coldfield  children,  for  which  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Committee  were  very  grateful.  The  vacancies  run  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  1963  and  1  am  sure  great  encouragement  and  help  will  be 
■  given  to  the  children  attending  this  excellent  centre.  The  six 
children  chosen  for  this  were  those  who  were  not  quite  suitable 
for  the  temporary  training  centre  for  various  reasons  in  view  of 
the  fact  there  were  only  two  trained  persons  in  charge  of  the

I  centre  here  and  these  children  needed  rather  more  individual 
I  attention. 

During  the  year  steps  were  also  taken  to  re-shape  other  Mental 
Health  work.  With  the  provision  of  new  offices  for  the"  Health 
Department,  or  rather  part  of  the  Health  Department,  It  was 
I  possible  to  obtain  a  Mental  Health  Officer  solely  for  the  Borough 
1  and  I  am  sure  with  the  appointment  of  this  officer  we  will  be  able 
;  to  develop  the  services  and  work  much  more  closely  with  the 
;  hospitals  concerned  and  also  improve  the  after-care  arrangements. 

‘  It  is  also  our  intention  early  next  year  to  set  up  a  Psychiatric  Club 
I  in  part  of  the  premises  which  are  used  for  the  Temporary  Training 
;  Centre.  These  arrangements  will  also  be  of  an  expedient  nature 
!  pending  the  building  of  the  Psychiatric  Club  which  is  planned  for 
:  the  Central  area  in  the  year  1964/65,  if  central  area  development 
i  allows. 

I  ’  During  the  year  discussions  took  place  between  the  Borough 
:  Co  uncil  and  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Hospital  Management  Committee 
‘  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  land  to  enable  a  Geriatric  Unit  to  be 
provided  at  the  new  general  hospital  at  Good  Hope.  Whilst  it 
]  can  be  said  there  has  been  a  reasonable  scheme  of  admission  of  the 
i  chronic  sick  patients  in  this  Hospital  Management  area,  never- 
I  theless,  there  has  been  at  times  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  the 
i  admission  of  patients  who  were  quite  unsuitable  for  nursing_at 
/home.  No  doubt  when  the  Geriatric  Units,  which  are  being 
S  planned,  are  in  fact  available,  the  situation  will  be  greatly  eased. 

I  However,  in  the  meantime,  the  co-operation  between  the  Hospital 
I  and  the  Local  Health  Authority  staff  must  be  improved  and 
1  enhanced  so  that  the  best  use  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  and 
:i  domiciliary  services  and  after-care  equipment  is  obtained  and  the 
!!  best  turn-over  of  admissions  and  discharges  produced.  The  only  - 
r  way  this  can  be  done  Is  of  course  by  joint  meetings  and  discussions 
f  and  by  the  staff  working  closely  together.  In  this  area,  in  fact,  this 
li  has  been  obtained  in  great  measure,  but  further  steps  are  being 
.taken  to  review  and  improve  this.  Related  to  this  problem  of 
<; course,  is  the  question  of  provision  of  residential  homes  for  the 
:1  elderly  by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council.  At  present  there  is 
ilonly  one  residential  home  for  the  elderly  in  Sutton  Coldfield, 
i namely,  Deerwood  Grange — normally  with  21  places  for  male  and 
jfemale  residents.  I  am  pleased  to  say  however,  that  three  and 
•ipossibly  four  homes  are  projected  In  the  ten-year  plan  for  this 
ipurpose.  Apart  from  this,  the  provision  of  warden  schemes  and 
)!group  dwellings  schemes  by  the  Housing  Authority  in  the  shape 
iof  the  Borough  Council  is  another  important  facet.  In  my  view, 
j|there  are  cases  in  the  geriatric  wards  in  hospital  who  could  perhaps 
ibe  discharged  to  residential  homes  and  looked  after  adequately, 
thereby  releasing  a  bed,  and  In  the  same  way,  1  am  certain  that 
:|there  are  individuals  who  are  living  in  residential  homes  who 
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could  quite  easily  be  housed  in  group  dwellings  schemes  if  more 
were  available  and  thus  enjoy  a  more  satisfying  and  adequate  life. 
If  these  matters  are  looked  at  carefully  and  the  various  exchanges 
carried  out,  it  should  help  in  this  problem  at  this  time. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  Borough  Council  will 
need  to  build  more  Group  Dwellings  Schemes  with  suitable 
wardens.  At  the  moment  In  Sutton  Coldfield  there  are  two 
schemes  completed  and  they  appear  to  be  working  well.  Never¬ 
theless,  more  schemes  are  required  and  I  am  sure  the  Housing 
Committee  will  give  attention  to  this  matter. 

In  regard  to  these  Group  Dwellings  Schemes,  the  West 
Midlands  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  held  a  Conference  on 
Housing  in  Sutton  Coldfield  during  the  year.  The  conference 
dealt  with  the  question  of  the  Housing  of  Elderly,  the  present  day 
needs;  and  Housing  Policy  and  a  paper  on  this  subject  was  given  by 
Mr.  Winkler,  Assistant  Secretary,  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  There  was  also  a  useful  contribution  on  voluntary 
housing  schemes.  The  question  of  Group  Dwellings  and  the  role 
of  the  Housing  Authorities  in  the  care  of  the  elderly  was  also  dealt 
with  by  Professor  Lafltte  who  gave  an  Interesting  paper  on  the 
future  pattern  of  Housing  Provision.  Arising  from  this  conference 
therefore,  there  was  a  great  deal  of  discussion  on  the  question  of 
housing  for  the  elderly.  In  particular  on  the  position  of  the  Group 
Dwellings  Schemes  in  the  housing  sphere  for  the  elderly.  It  is 
evident  that  the  role  of  the  warden  is  not  clearly  defined  or 
understood  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  have  a  course  for  wardens 
In  the  West  Midlands  area  under  the  auspices  of  the  West  Midlands 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee.  From  this,  I  am  sure  much 
valuable  Information  will  be  obtained  and  some  clearer  ideas  of 
the  running  of  the  Group  Dwellings  Schemes  obtained.  I  am  also 
sure  that  it  is  important  that  different  designs  and  different  types 
of  Group  Dwellings  Schemes  should  be  provided.  As  yet  no  clear 
pattern  exists  and  experimentation  is  necessary.  For  instance  Is  it 
necessary  to  provide  accommodation  for  visiting  relatives  and 
friends,  and  where  this  is  provided  should  there  be  a  charge,  and 
if  so,  should  this  only  be  a  nominal  charge.  How  much  should  be 
done  for  the  old  people  In  the  Group  Dwellings  Schemes — are  the 
communal  rooms  of  the  right  design  (should  there  not  be  a  separate 
television  room  provided  away  from  the  communal  room).  What 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  Wardens  having  relief  for  holiday 
periods  and  so  on.  What  use  is  being  made  of  the  laundry 
facilities  and  can  these  be  used  for  other  elderly  persons  whose 
home  laundry  facilities  are  poor  and  require  help.  Another 
Important  point  is  whether  the  right  people  are  being  allocated  the 
housing  In  the  Group  Dwellings  Schemes.  Do  we  need  two  lists,  * 
one  for  those  who  are  suitable  for  such  schemes  and  who  should 
get  precedence  over  other  old  people  capable  of  living  alone  who 
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I  may  have  waited  considerably  longer,  and  another  for  fit  old  people 
I  who  are  capable  of  looking  after  themselves.  I  feel  that  the 
allocation  of  tenants  for  Group  Dwellings  Schemes  houses  is  one 
that  needs  very  careful  consideration  in  the  future. 

I  Whilst  on  the  subject  of  the  elderly,  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute 
t  to  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  who  have, 

I  over  the  year  continued  their  fine  work  for  the  elderly  of. the 
,  Town.  The  visiting  service  has  continued  its  good  work  and  this 
I  year  It  was  possible  to  arrange  for  the  Luncheon  Club  mentioned 
I  last  year  to  be  started.  At  the  moment  this  caters  for  about  20 
I  people  but  the  ultimate  design  and  intention  is  to  provide  a 
Luncheon  Club  capable  of  catering  for  60  old  people  in  the  centre 
of  the  Town  at  the  Fellowship  Hall.  The  Luncheon  Club  is  run  in 
:  co-operation  with  the  W.V.S.  and  with  the  Fellowship  Hall  after- 
1  noon  club  also  recently  started,  and  attended  by  old  people  who 
I  wish  to  spend  an  afternoon  in  the  centre  of  Sutton,  fulfils  a  useful 
!  role.  It  is  the  intention,  of  course,  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
(  Committee  to  provide  a  purpose  built  day  centre  and  a  Luncheon 
Club  in  the  centre  of  the  Town  by  way  of  a  major  project,  but  this 
is  rather  linked  with  the  Central  Redevelopment,  which  as  yet, 
has  not  been  clarified.  Apart  from  these  clubs  the  Old  People’s 
I  Welfare  Committee  have  also  provided  various  holidays,  entertain¬ 
ments.  Church  Services,  trips  by  special  coach  for  the  elderly 
handicapped.  In  all  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  has  done 
a  great  deal  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  elderly. 

In  regard  to  maternity  accommodation,  the  proportion  of 
i  confinements  taking  place  at  home  in  Sutton  Coldfield  has  been 
falling  slowly  for  the  last  ten  years,  the  figure  falling  from  a 
;  maximum  on7%  in  1953  to  61%  in  1962.  The  National  Hospital 
I  Plan  is  designed  to  provide  in  due  course  for  sufficient  hospital" 
(maternity  beds  for  70%  of  all  confinements.  Even  with  the  help 
of  the  Birmingham  Hospitals  it  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  a 
figure  approximating  to  this  over  the  last  few  years.  However, 
by  the  co-operation  between  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
i staff  and  the  Local  Health  Authority  staff  and  in  particular  the 
[Nursing  Officer  and  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Unit  who  have  met 
and  discussed  the  admission  problems  as  a  matter  of  routine, 
by  their  mutual  agreement,  arrangements  have  succeeded  in 
making  the  best  use  of  the  maternity  beds  available.  Whilst  also 
there  has  been  a  general  shortage  in  the  Country  of  domiciliary 
midwives,  this  area  has  been  relatively  fortunate  In  the  staff 
available.  Whilst  from  time  to  time  the  rhldwlfery  staff  has  been 
overworked  temporarily,  by  and  large,  the  arrangements  have 
worked  well  and  good  service  given  to  those  being  confined  at 
home.  In  addition,  the  Horne  Help  Service  has  been  able  to  cope 
adequately  with  the  demands  put  upon  It  by  those  who  wished 
assistance  at  home  during  and  after  their  confinement. 
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I  think  it  is  only  appropriate  to  draw  attention  to  the  low 
figure  recorded  this  year  for  Infant  Mortality,  a  figure  of  10*1  per 
1 ,000  live  births — a  figure  which  is  by  far  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
here  and  half  the  national  average  of  21  per  1,000  live  births.  It 
reflects  great  credit  on  the  doctors  and  nurses  responsible  not  only 
in  Sutton  Coldfield  but  in  neighbouring  hospitals  who  contributed 
to  this.  Perhaps  next  year,  like  the  hopeful  golfer,  we  can  reach 
single  figures — I  hope  so. 

The  Clinics  in  Sutton  Coldfield  are  being  steadily  modernised 
and  replaced  and  it  Is  Interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of 
•  attendances  at  child  welfare  clinics  during  the  year  has  increased 
by  two-and-a-half  thousand.  One  of  the  difficulties  in  Sutton 
Coldfield  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  clinics  is  the  fact  that  the 
Town  is  of  a  nature  that  the  transport  system  Is  somewhat  limited 
and  It  is  necessary  to  place  clinics  closer  than  might  be  the  normal 
practice.  The  suggested  figure  for  clinics  in  the  Health  and 
Welfare  development  scheme  Is  one  per  8,000  population  and  with 
the  projected  clinics  in  Sutton  Coldfield  this  figure  should  be 
reached. 

It  Is  still  the  policy  of  Warwickshire  County  Council  that  no 
Day  Nurseries  shall  be  provided  in  Warwickshire  and  of  course  as 
an  authority  exercising  delegated  powers  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  Sutton  Coldfield  is  included  in  this.  The  question  as  to 
whether  a  Day  Nursery  should  be  provided  in  Sutton  Coldfield 
has  been  raised  from  time  to  time,  but  in  fact  there  has  been  only 
one  or  two  applications  over  the  years  for  this  service  and  with 
the  advent  of  the  child  minders,  it  would  seem  there  is  no  need  at 
present  to  take  any  action  in  this  matter.  Where  any  particular 
case  of  hardship  comes  to  light,  no  doubt  special  arrangements 
could  be  made. 

During  the  year  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
representation  of  substandard  housing.  This  is  a  most  important 
matter  in  this  Town  in  so  far  that  owing  to  shortage  of  land  and 
consequently  the  high  cost  of  land  in  this  area,  it  is  important  that 
these  old  properties  and  substandard  properties  should  be  cleared 
away  to  make  room  for  new  housing  projects  which  can  provide 
adequate  and  satisfactory  housing  conditions.  However,  it  is  easy 
enough  to  represent  houses  and  the  Health  Committee  invariably 
agrees  that  the  houses  represented  are  in  fact  substandard  and 
only  fit  for  demolition  or  clearance,  but  the  matter  of  rehousing 
those  who  occupy  these  properties  is  a  different  matter  entirely. 
There  is  a  large  waiting  list  for  houses  in  this  Town  as  in  many 
others,  and  it  is  a  difficult  thing  to  decide  on  priority  of  allocation. 
It  is  necessary  to  balance  the  needs  of  the  young,  the  elderly  and 
those  occupying  the  substandard  properties  and  as  I  say  this  is  no 
easy  task.  However,  I  do  feel  where  there  is  difficulty  in  obtaining 
sites  to  build  Corporation  houses,  there  should  be  especial 
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consideration  given  to  the  housing  allocation  to  the  Borough 
Council  on  this  score,  so  that  an  adequate  supply  of  houses  could 
be  built  for  rehousing  purposes  from  substandard  properties,  apart 
from  the  allocation  to  the  normal  housing  programme  as  such  and 
to  the  demands  of  the  elderly.  If  there  is  delay  In  rehousing 
from  substandard  properties  the  whole  programme  of  clearance, 
rebuilding  and  redevelopment  is  slowed  down. 

This  year  there  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
houses  In  the  Borough  in  multi  occupation.  It  is  essential  that 
these  are  Inspected  at  regular  intervals  to  ensure  that  the 
standards  laid  down  by  the  Council  are  attained  and  adhered  to. 
It  is  obvious  that  there  is  going  to  be  a  steady  increase  in  this  type 
:  of  housing  in  the  Town  and  it  would  appear  that  in  certain  in¬ 
stances  problems  may  well  arise  in  due  course,  which  will  neces- 
I  sitate  vigorous  action.  It  is  a  pity  that  those  who  propose  to  let 
their  houses  for  usage  in  this  fashion  are  not  required  to  notify  the 
!  Council  of  their  intentions. 

One  of  the  problems  confronting  the  Town  is  difficulty  in 
i  refuse  disposal,  owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Town  and 
I  consequent  increase  In  the  amount  of  refuse  to  be  removed.  In 
I  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  has  been  increased 
I  In  size  over  the  last  few  years,  nevertheless,  with  the  numbers  of 
i  new  houses  being  built,  the  amount  of  refuse  being  collected,  and 
!  in  view  of  the  repairs  to  the  plant,  In  particular  the  chimney  stack, 

I  it  has  been  necessary  to  obtain  and  use  various  tipping  sites. 

'  Tipping  sites  are  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  and  the  result  Is  In 
some  instances  It  has  been  necessary  to  use  tipping  sites  which 
I  were  never  entirely  satisfactory,  resulting  in  some  difficulties  and 
complaints.  There  is  no  doubt  where  such  tipping  sites  must  of 
;!  necessity  be  used,  especially  where  drainage  is  poor,  It  is  more 
I  important  than  ever  that  proper  tipping  methods  should  be 
i!  carried  out  and  adequate  soil  and  covering  material  is  available  in 
!  order  to  avoid  nuisance  to  the  local  inhabitants. 

j  However,  steps  are  being  taken  to  provide  an  up-to-date  and 
i!  larger  refuse  disposal  plant  and  It  is  hoped  that  a  suitable  site  and 
a  suitable  plant  for  a  population  in  the  region  of  100,000  will  be 
i  provided,  and  quickly.  It  is  hoped  that  the  future  growth  of  the 
:i  Borough  will  be  taken  carefully  Into  account  so  that  the  same 
i  problem  that  has  existed  for  the  last  few  years  will  not  become  a 
^  problem  of  the  foreseeable  future.

'  I  must  refer  also  to  the  question  of  sewage  disposal.  In  many 
!  former  reports  I  have  raised  this  matter  by  reference  to  flooding 
j  by  sewer  surcharging  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  work  is  proceeding  on  a  major  sewerage 
'  scheme  which  when  completed  should  greatly  improve  the 
[situation.

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Last  year  I  mentioned  the  difficulties  that  had  arisen  over 
suitable  stores  and  also  the  fact  that  the  offices  were  inadequate 
and  overcrowded. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  since  then  a  new  prefabricated  set  of 
offices  has  been  provided  so  that  it  was  possible  to  move  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  and  the  Health  Inspectors  section  to 
these  new  offices  with  the  appropriate  clerical  staff.  In  this  way 
more  room  has  been  made  in  the  original  health  department  and 
it  has  now  been  possible  to  make  room  for  the  offices  of  the  Mental 
Health  and  Welfare  Officer  to  be  set  up  in  this  department.  The 
purpose  of  this  is  to  bring  together  the  Welfare  and  Mental  Health 
services  and  the  other  personal  health  services  and  those  dealing 
with  them  in  the  first  instance.  In  the  past  the  Welfare  and  Mental 
Health  Officer  and  his  staff  have  been  some  distance  away  and  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  strike  up  the  same  liaison  as  will  be  possible 
under  the  present  system.  I  am  glad  to  say  too  that  steps  are  being 
taken  for  the  provision  of  new  stores,  but  these  will  not  be  entirely 
satisfactory  In  so  far  that  they  will  be  some  distance  from  the  Health 
Department  and  will  involve  extra  travelling  for  staff  requiring 
stores  and  equipment,  but  until  such  times  as  a  proper  Public  Health 
Department,  and  store  is  purpose  built,  I  see  no  other  alternative. 

During  the  year  the  department  was  subjected  to  examination 
by  a  firm  of  consultants  on  Organisation  and  Methods  employed  by 
the  Borough  Council  to  review  the  various  departments  of  the 
Authority.  This  was  found  to  be  a  most  useful  thing  and  only  a 
few  small  detailed  changes  were  suggested  in  administrative 
procedures  which  were  found  to  be  helpful. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairmen  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  (Councillor  C.  Jones)  and  Health  and  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee  (Alderman  Mrs.  Smith)  and  School  Welfare  Committee 
(Councillor  Mrs.  Dunnett)  for  the  help,  advice  and  encouragement 
during  the  year  and  also  the  members  of  the  respective  committees. 

Finally,  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department — 
particularly  Dr.  Wall,  Dr.  Tyler,  Mr.  Impett  (Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector),  Miss  Horn  (Nursing  Officer),  and  Mr.  Nicholls  (Chief 
Clerk).  I  give  my  thanks  for  the  excellent  work  done  and  the 
support  and  help  given  me  on  all  occasions  during  the  year.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Birth  Rate 

Once  again  in  Sutton  Coldfield  the  birth  rate  has  proved  to  be 
a  relatively  high  one  as  indeed  it  has  been  for  five  years  now  and 
the  population  under  the  age  of  five  has  risen  considerably  as  has 
the  general  population.  The  birth  rate  for  1962  was  1974  the 
^  average  for  the  last  five  years  being  20-15  per  thousand  population. 

Illegitimate  Birth  Rate 

In  regard  to  the  number  and  proportion  of  illegitimate  births 
nationally  the  figure  has  been  rising  and  in  1962  the  national 
proportion  was  approximately  6-4%.  In  Sutton  Coldfield  it  has 
remained  relatively  low  and  this  year  the  figure  for  illegitimate 
births  is  2-6%  of  total  live  births. 

Death  Rate 

.  Death  rate  for  1962  was  8-33  which  is  the  lowest  rate  ever 
recorded  in  Sutton  Coldfield  I  am  glad  to  say. 

Infant  Mortality 

In  the  case  of  the  infant  mortality  rate  the  figure  has  dropped 


j 
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from  16-85  in  1961  to  10-1  per  thousand  live  births  in  1962  and  I 
am  very  pleased  to  report  that  this  is  the  lowest  infant  mortality 
rate  ever  recorded  in  Sutton  Coldfield  and  I  have  already  com¬ 
mented  on  this. 

Maternal  Mortality 

Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 


SECTION  B 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Sandiford  undertook  many  bacteriological  and 
other  investigations  for  the  Public  Health  Department.  I  have 
always  found  the  service  most  excellent  and  I  am  grateful  to 
Dr.  Sandiford  and  his  staff  for  all  the  help  and  advice  that  they 
give  to  the  department  each  year. 

Nursing  Homes 

At  the  end  of  1962  there  were  three  nursing  homes  registered 
In  Sutton  Coldfield.  These  homes  are  registered  with  Warwick¬ 
shire  County  Council  and  their  supervision  Is  in  the  care  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority  there.  The  homes  cater  for  the  elderly 
chronic  sick  type  of  patient  and  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  beds  and 
the  difficulties  of  nursing  this  type  of  patient  at  home,  they  fulfil 
a  very  useful  purpose  in  that  direction.  These  three  nursing 
homes  provide  accommodation  for  58  patients. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Authority  to  arrange  the 
burial  of  any  person  dying  in  the  area  if  no  suitable  arrangements 
are  being  made  by  relatives  or  others  and  1  am  pleased  to  say  that 
during  the  year  no  such  burials  required  arranging  by  the  Health 
Department. . 

National  Assistance  Amendment  Act  1951 

Whilst  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  Nursing  and  Health 
Inspectors  and  Welfare  Officers  endeavour  to  keep  in  touch  with 
elderly  persons  who  might  be  living  in  circumstances  which  are  not 
suitable  and  who  may  need  care  and  attention,  from  time  to  time 
such  cases  come  to  light  for  one  reason  or  another,  which  have  not 
been  visited  recently  or  have  had  any  services  from  the  Local 
Authority.  In  such  cases  it  may  be  necessary  to  arrange  admission 
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to  hospital  so  that  suitable  attention  may  be  given  and  from  time 
to  time  this  may  require  compulsory  removal  of  such  an  elderly 
person.  I  am  glad  to  say  during  the  year  under  review  no  such 
cases  came  to  light  as  was  the  case  last  year  and  there  was  no  need 
to  envoke  any  powers  given  under  the  above  act. 

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

Whilst  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  notifications 
of  smallpox,  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis,  typhoid  or  paratyphoid 
fever,  one  must  note  that  this  is  due  in  fact  in  the  main  to  preventive 
measures  being  taken  in  this  country  generally  and  to  the  immuni¬ 
sation  and  vaccination  schemes  which  are  being  pursued  actively 
In  this  and  In  other  towns  (this  work  often  goes  unnoticed).  No 
doubt  it  will  be  remembered  that  a  number  of  cases  of  Smallpox 
occurred  In  the  Midlands  area  early  in  January  this  year.  In  Sutton 
Coldfield  the  first  contact  that  we  had  on  4th  January  was  a  man 
who  worked  in  West  Bromwich  and  who  was  living  in  the  same 
house  as  one  of  the  Smallpox  cases.  This  contact,  his  wife  and 
two  children  were  vaccinated  and  kept  under  observation. 
Following  on  this,  reports  were  received  on  8th  January  that  there 
was  a  small  outbreak  at  Dusseldorf  and  notification  was  received 
that  one  boy  at  a  Sutton  Coldfield  Grammar  School  had  arrived 
from  Dusseldorf  on  the  8th  January  and  he  was  also  put  under 
surveillance.  Following  on  this  a  Doctor  in  Birmingham  fell  ill 
with  Smallpox  on  11th  January  as  he  had  been  in  contact  with  a 
large  number  of  individuals  living  at  Sutton  Coldfield  we  were 
suddenly  confronted  with  a  considerable  number  of  possible 
direct  and  indirect  contacts.  The  number  of  persons  then  put 
under  surveillance  amounted  to  85.  These  85  Included  a  Sutton 
Coldfield  school  teacher  and  following  on  this  two  more  contacts 
from  Dusseldorf  were  notified  and  in  addition  on  11th  January  I 
was  notified  that  a  young  medical  student  was  at  home  suffering 
from  what  might  be  smallpox.  After  various  consultations  and 
examination  of  this  young  man  who  was  working  in  a  Birmingham 
Hospital  and  therefore  would  have  caused  considerable  difficulties 
if  in  fact  he  had  Smallpox,  it  was  decided  that  the  case  should  be 
/egarded  as  one  of  chickenpox.  It  must  be  appreciated  that  in 
certain  cases,  particularly  in  vaccinated  people  diagnosis  of  small¬ 
pox  and  chickenpox  can  be  very  easily  confused  and  having  in  mind 
the  tragic  results  of  a  wrong  diagnosis,  great  care  must  be  exercised. 
Following  on  this  there  were  a  number  of  other  contacts  from  a 
Pakistani  who  had  registered  in  a  Birmingham  Labour  Exchange 
and  six  more  contacts  were  put  under  surveillance.  Each  case 
had  to  be  visited  daily,  checked,  vaccinated  if  necessary  and 
vaccinations  examined.  Many' of  these  visits  had  to  be  done  late 
in  the  evening  and  involved  the  department  in  a  great  deal  of  night 
visiting.  In  addition  with  the  amount  of  vaccinations  being  done 
owing  to  the  alarm  set  up  in  the  general  population,  a  considerable 
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amount  of  work  was  thrown  on  the  Health  Department.  All  the 
Police,  Fire  Service  and  Postal  Authorities  staff  at  the  large  Postal 
Depot  In  Sutton  Coldfield  who  handled  mail  from  abroad  were 
offered  vaccination.  Special  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
vaccination  In  the  Health  Department  for  anyone  going  to  places 
In  England,  where  there  might  possibly  be  danger  from  Smallpox. 
Persons  going  abroad  were  also  vaccinated  and  given  their  Inter¬ 
national  Certificates  and  furthermore  many  school  children  who 
had  to  go  back  to  boarding  school  required  vaccinating  and 
certificates  accordingly. 

A  very  large  number  of  people  tried  to  get  vaccinated  through 
their  General  Practitioners  and  the  Health  Department  staff 
volunteered  to  work  late  to  answer  hundreds  of  enquiries  on  this 
matter. 

In  regard  to  the  issue  of  lymph  the  system  had  become  rather 
chaotic  with  practitioners  phoning  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
and  it  was  impossible  to  get  the  Laboratory  by  telephone  at  all. 
On  20th  January  arrangements  were  made  for  all  the  lymph  to  be 
collected  and  Issued  to  Sutton  Coldfield  practitioners  and  with  the 
help  of  Health  Visitors  and  staff  who  were  recalled,  the  lymph  was 
issued  by  the  Health  Department  so  that  each  practitioner  would 
receive  a  reasonable  quantity  according  to  the  number  of  patients 
on  their  list. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
I  admiration  for  the  way  In  which  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
worked  during  this  very  busy  period.  They  gave  their  help  and 
j  time  unstintingly  and  I  think  they  deserve  every  thanks. 

Having  said  all  this  I  still  come  back  to  the  same  point  as 
mentioned  in  previous  years.  As  soon  as  there  Is  an  alarm  those 
who  either  can’t  be  bothered  for  some  reason  or  another  and  have 
not  been  vaccinated  are  invariably  the  first  to  shout  for  vaccination 
!  and  become  most  abusive  when  they  are  unable  to  obtain 
I  vaccination  at  short  notice  and  at  their  own  time.  It  is  difficult  for 
!  one  to  have  any  regard  for  them. 

During  the  year  11  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified,  of  these 
I  five  proved  to  be  of  the  Sonne  type  and  six  were  of  unknown 
;  origin.  There  were  again  seven  cases  of  pneumonia  notified 
j  although  34  deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  this  disease.  This  is 
I  usually  explained  as  due  to  the  pneumonia  being  the  cause  of  death 
j  of  elderly  persons  who  have  been  suffering  from  some  other  disease 
;  or  perhaps  had  a  broken  leg  which  has  caused  them  to  remain  in 
I  bed  and  develop  pneumonia. 

j  During  the  year  74  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified. 

I  This  year  there  were  20  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified 
I  which  Is  ten  more  than  were  notified  last  year.  They  were  all  of 
j  the  respiratory  type.

clinic  in  the  Hill  Area  is  likely  to  open  next  year  and  with  the  plans 
for  development  of  clinics  as  set  out  in  the  ten-year  capital  building 
programme  on  page  2  there  Is  great  scope  for  the  work  in  the 

clinics  in  this  Town. 


Proprietary  and  Welfare  Foods 

Proprietary  brands  of  dried  milk,  other  diet  siy)plements  and 
welfare  foods  are  sold  at  the  clinics  throughout  the  Town  and  these 
are  handled  by  the  voluntary  workers  who  give  their  services  to 
the  clinics.  I  must  again  take  this  opportunity  of  saying  thanks 
to  all  the  voluntary  workers  who  give  so  much  time  and  attention 
to  their  work  in  the  clinics.  Some  of  them  have  been  coming  to 
our  clinics  regularly  every  week  for  many  years  and  I  am  sure  that 
this  type  of  service  which  has  little  in  the  way  of  glamour  attached 
to  It  does  not  get  the  credit  and  praise  it  deserves. 

The  following  figures  show  the  average  weekly  Issue  of  welfare 
foods  during  the  last  three  years  and  the  figures  show  a  gradual

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Maternity  Cases 

It  will  be' seen  from  the  figures  that  the  Maternity  Unit  in 
Sutton  Coldfield  commonly  known  as  Oakhurst,  provided  accom¬ 
modation  for  394  confinements,  an  increase  from  323  in  the  previous 
year.  I  have  already  referred  to  this  matter  in  my  preamble  and 
.these  figures  show  that  with  the  co-operation  mentioned  and  good 
will,  it  was  possible  to  increase  the  maternity  accommodation  by 
way  of  organisation,  rather  than  by  increase  In  actual  number  of 
beds.  Applications  are  received  at  the  Health  Department  and 
after  visiting  the  Nursing  Officer  discusses  them  with  the  Matron 

of  the  unit.  The  priorities  during  the  year  were  as  before  and  are 

set  out  below. 

1.  First  baby. 

2.  Fifth  child  (or  over). 

3.  Mother  aged  35  or  over. 

I  4.  Unsuitable  home  conditions  (where  appropriate  an 
investigation  will  be  made  by  the  Health  Visitor  of  the 
Health  Department). 

During  1962  approximately  61%  of  confinements  took  place  in 
institutions.  This  figure  of  course  includes  the  Birmingham 
Hospitals  and  also  those  in  Lichfield  and  Burton-on-Trent.

MIDWIFERY 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  there  were  ten  full-time 
and  three  part-time  midwives  employed.  The  number  of  maternity 
and  midwifery  visits  during  the  year  totalled  13,106  compared  with 
15,153  during  1961.  These  figures  exclude  408  visits  to  office, 
56  visits  to  homes  for  hospital  bookings  and  78  visits  in  connection 
with  pupil  midwives  and  ineffective  visits.

HEALTH  VISITING 

Health  Visitors  working  in  the  Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield 
work  in  the  personal  health  services  and  also  In  the  school  health 
service.  With  such  a  wide  range  of  duties  it  is  important  that 
they  are  kept  informed  of  progress  and  take  an  interest  in  recent 
developments  and  for  this  purpose  regular  meetings  and  discussions 
shave  been  held  during  the  year  in  which  the  Health  Visitors  have 
been  able  to  take  an  active  part.  One  particular  item  discussed 
at  considerable  length  was  the  question  of  arranging  very  close 
liaison  between  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  local  hospitals. 

,  Arising  from  this  the  already  existing  liaison  has  been  improved 
’  and  it  is  now  possible  for  sisters  in  the  hospital  to  ring  up  the 
Health  Visitor  concerning  a  particular  case  directly  at  the  Local 
I  Authority  Clinics  and  discuss  any  mutual  or  particular  problem 
with  them  and  the  Health  Visitors  are  able  to  visit  patients  in 
j  hospital  and  discuss  any  difficulties  with  them  directly  and  make 
t  arrangements  for  them  outside  the  hospital.  Lists  of  Health 
I  Visiting  areas  and  streets  have  been  supplied  to  the  hospitals  for 
!  use  by  the  various  staffs  Involved  there  and  nothing  but  good  has 
j  come  of  these  arrangements.  Joint  meetings  with  the  hospital 
I  staff  and  the  health  visiting  staff  has  been  arranged,  and  at  these 
I  meetings  mutual  problems  and  methods  of  co-operation  are 
!  discussed  and  it  is  of  the  utmost  value  that  the  staffs  of  the  local 
hospitals  and  the  local  health  authority  services  should  know  each 
other  personally  and  be  able  to  work  together  like  this. 

As  yet  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  bring  the  Health 
:  Visitors  into  closer  co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners  in 
I  this  Town.  Whilst  the  co-operation  of  the  practitioners  is 
1  obtained  without  difficulty,  however,  in  view  of  the  relatively  large 
I  number  of  general  practitioners  working  Individually  or  in  small

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group  practices  here  and  the  relatively  small  numbers  of  health 
visitors  employed  being  fully  occupied  at  present  with  the  clinic 
work  and  visiting,  and  In  view  of  the  Increase  In  population  and  In 
particular  of  mothers  and  babies  who  require  visiting  and  advice, 
it  has  been  Impossible  to  bring  the  Health  Visitor  any  closer  to 
working  with  general  practitioners.  The  Health  Visiting  staff  has 
also  been  encouraged  during  the  year  to  take  more  Interest  In  the 
welfare  of  the  elderly  and  are  familiar  with  the  statutory  services 
available  to  them  and  through  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Services  In 
Sutton  Coldfield.  A  useful  contact  Is  In  the  chiropody  service 
which  Is  run  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  In  Sutton 
Coldfield  but  who  ask  the  Health  Visitors  to  visit  every  applicant 
for  chiropody  so  that  they  are  familiar  with  the  case.  Endeavours 
are  being  made  and  will  be  made  to  arrange  the  visiting  of  the 
elderly  much  in  the  way  of  the  visiting  of  the  children  under  five 
years  but  this  will  take  time  and  until  more  health  visitors  are 
available  for  the  various  developments.  It  will  not  be  possible  to 
make  any  rapid  progress  in  this  direction. 

At  the  end  of  1962  there  were  12  full-time  and  two  part-time 
health  visitors  and  In  addition  to  these  there  were  also  six  part- 
time  trained  nurses  assisting  at  the  clinics.  The  Health  Visitors 
paid  20,375  visits  during  the  year  as  compared  with  17,645  in  1961. 
These  visits  exclude  those  to  the  office  which  numbered  962,  health 
visitors  meetings  with  social  workers  and  at  talks  and  discussions, 
numbering  54  attendances  at  clinics  which  amounted  to  2,140  and 
3,193  ineffective  visits. 

The  part-time  nurses  paid  949  attendances  at  clinics.  The 
Health  Visitors  have  taken  the  keenest  Interest  in  their  work 
during  the  year  when  there  has  been  rapid  growth  in  the  population 
giving  them  more  work  and  increased  responsibility  and  I  would 
like  to  thank  them. 


SECTION  25.  N.H.S.  ACT  1946 
HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

In  regard  to  the  home  nursing  service,  this  has  with  the 
difficulty  In  obtaining  trained  staff,  been  stretched  to  its  very 
limits  in  view  of  the  increased  nursing  required  by  the  growth  of 
the  population  and  the  consequent  number  of  patients  demanding 
treatment  and  care,  especially  in  the  elderly.  However,  if  by  and 
through  the  home  nursing  service  we  are  able  to  keep  old  people 
from  going  into  hospital  then  this  work  is  worth  while  and  whilst 
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the  district  nurses  have  had  a  very  hard  task  during  the  year,  I 

am  sure  their  work  is  rewarding  and  they  are  entitled  to  our 
thanks  for  it. 

At  the  end  of  1962  there  were  eight  full-time  and  two  part-time 
district  nurses  and  the  number  of  general  nursing  visits  carried  out 
during  the  year  was  23,844  as  compared  with  21,864  in  1961, 
excluding  500  visits  to  the  office,  an  increase  of  nearly  2,000  visits! 
With  the  advent  of  delegation,  it  was  possible  to  set  up  stores  for 
the  nursing  services  In  Sutton  Coldfield  and  also  obtain  a  van  and 
driver  for  delivery  .of  the  equipment  to  patients  and  to  nurses. 

'  This  in  itself  has  been  a  help  to  the  nursing  service  and  has  also 
meant  that  patients  can  get  items  they  require  speedily.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 
Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  immunisation  level  at  the  end  of  1962  was  77%  of  the  child 
population  under  15  years  of  age.  During  the  year,  1,150  children 
completed  primary  courses  in  the  age  group  0-4  years  and  26  in 
the  age  group  5-14  years.

Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

Only  three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified — somewhat 
lower  than  last  year  (eight)  and  no  deaths  from  whooping  cough 
occurred.  During  the  year  1,037  children  were  immunised  and 
68%  of  the  child  population  Q-14  years  of  age  have  now  been 
immunised.

i  country  and  the  administration  of  it  was  much  simpler  and  more 
I  economic  than  the  injection  type  vaccine. 

After  receipt  of  the  oral  vaccine  a  campaign  was  launched  and 
i  open  sessions  were  held  at  each  of  the  Welfare  Centres  in  the 
I  Borough  and  a  stall  was  manned  In  Sutton  Coldfield  Park  on 
!  Carnival  Day.  The  response  to  the  campaign  generally  was 
moderate.

majority  of  doses  given  during  the  year  were  of  the  oral  type 
vaccine.

B.C.G.  Vaccination 


During  the  year  85  children  received  B.C.G.  vaccination,  22  of 
these  were  done  In  Birmingham,  19  on  school  leavers  attending 
schools  in  the  city  and  three  on  babies  born  there.  63  were 
vaccinated  in  Sutton  Coldfield. 


Smallpox  Vaccination 

The  total  number  of  children  under  one  year  vaccinated  against 
Smallpox  fell  by  6%  to  69%  of  the  live  births  during  the  1 2  months 
ended  June  1962.  In  all,  1,017  children  under  one  year  were 
vaccinated.  However,  a  stimulus  of  the  Smallpox  scare  in  January, 
previously  mentioned  gave  impetus  to  the  vaccination  programme. 
Due  to  this  the  Smallpox  Vaccinations  during  the  year  amounted 
to  3,665  primary  vaccinations  and  11,410  re-vaccinations. 


International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 

During  1962  under  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations  1952, 
2,971  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  against  Smallpox, 
Cholera,  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  were  checked,  stamped  and 
counter-signed.  This  is  an  Increase  from  the  previous  year’s  total 
of  398  of  2,573  an  increase  of  more  than  seven  times.  It  Is  not  fully 
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appreciated  the  amount  of  work  involved  in  this  which  is  time 
consuming  and  for  which  no  time  allocation  is  made  in  provision 
of  staff. 


SECTION  27.  N.H.S.  ACT  1946 
AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  given  an  excellent  account  of  itself 
during  the  year  and  the  staff  of  the  Ambulance  Depot  In  Sutton 
Coldfield  have  been  most  courteous  and  helpful  In  their  dealings 
with  the  Public  Health  Department. 

At  the  end  of  1962  there  were  17  driver-attendants,  three 
section  leaders,  and  one  Superintendent. 

There  are  three  double  stretcher  ambulances,  two  sitting  case 
cars  and  one  dual  purpose  vehicle  which  can  be  used  to  carry  nine 
sitting  cases  or  one  stretcher  case  and  five  sitting  cases — all  vehicles 
are  radio  controlled. 

The  miles  covered  during  the  year  were  97,903,  a  decrease  of 
4,642  as  compared  with  last  year’s  mileage.  The  number  of 
patients  moved  was  1 6,005,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  88. 


SECTION  28.  N.H.S.  ACT  1946 
PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 
Health  Education 

It  has  always  been  the  desire  of  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield  to  improve  and  extend  its  health 
education  services  and  every  encouragement  has  been  received 
on'  this  score  from  the  Public  Health  and  Health  and  Welfare 
Committees.  In  regard  to  environmental  health  hygiene,  particular 
interest  has  been  taken  In  health  education  in  food  hygiene  and 
every  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  talk  to  shop  assistants  on  an 
organised  or  an  informal  basis  with  lectures  and  talks  where 
possible.  In  the  same  way  the  Health  Visiting  staff  have  been 
encouraged  to  give  as  many  talks,  lectures  and  have  as  many 
discussion  groups  in  the  clinics  as  possible  and  we  have  available  a 
team  of  lecturers,  doctors,  health  visitors  and  health  inspectors, 
who  are  available  to  the  various  organisations  in  the  Town.  Last 
year  a  16  mm.  projector  and  screen  were  obtained  and  great  use 
has  been  made  of  it  during  the  year.  Films  have  been  given  in 
schools  and  clinics  and  to  voluntary  organisations  and  a  number  of 
films  have  been  purchased  on  mothercraft  and  on  home  safety  and 
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these  are  in  constant  use.  In  addition  interest  has  been  taken  in 
such  subjects  as  Coronary  and  other  Heart  disease,  the  health  of 
the  executive,  and  in  particular  in  the  subject  of  Lung  Cancer  and 
Smoking.  In  this  connection  I  may  say  that  many  talks  are  given 
to  the  school  children  by  the  health  department  staff  and  it  is  hoped 
that  by  next  year  formal  arrangements  for  health  teaching  in  certain 
of  the  senior  schools  will  be  arranged. 


Convalescence 

A  period  of  recuperative  convalescence  may  be  arranged  for 
persons  whose  Doctors  consider  they  need  it,  the  patient  having 
had  some  acute  form  of  Illness.  The  normal  period  of  stay  at 
Convalescent  Homes  Is  two  weeks.  Patients  are  assessed  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  ability  to  pay  for  convalescent  home  charges  and  the 
rail  or  bus  fare  to  and  from  the  home  may  be  included  In  the  total 
amount  subject  to  assessment  so  that  needy  cases  should  not  be 
deterred  from  accepting  treatment  for  financial  reasons.  During 
the  year  13  individuals  were  sent  for  convalescence  for  a  total  of 
29  weeks. 


Chiropody  Service 

The  Chiropody  Service  in  Sutton  Coldfield  has  been  run  by  the 
Sutton  Coldfield  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  since  1955'on  a 
voluntary  basis.  It  provides  for  the  elderly  in  the  Town  being 
able  to  attend  a  chiropodist  of  their  choice,  that  Is  a  chiropodist 
on  the  Register  of  Medical  Auxiliaries,  to  have  treatment  In  the 
chiropodist’s  surgery,  or  where  treatment  at  home  is  required  then 
arrangements  are  available  for  the  chiropodists  on  the  list  to  visit 
them.  The  treatment  card  is  issued  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee  and  allows  for  six  treatments  in  the  year.  The  number 
of  elderly  persons  availing  themselves  of  this  scheme  is  steadily 
1  rising  and  337  elderly  persons  were  treated  at  chiropodists’ 

1  surgeries  and  145  were  treated  in  their  home.  These  compare 
i  with  the  previous  figures  of  278  and  87.  In  addition  there  is  one 
I  chiropody  clinic  held  at  Minworth  every  fortnight  with  an  average 
of  29  patients  under  treatment.  The  Health  and  Welfare 
Committee’s  thanks  are  due  to  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Com- 
I  mittee  for  running  this  scheme.  The  services  of  the  chiropodists 
were  originally  paid  for  out  of  voluntary  funds  of  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee,  but  now  monies  are  given  from  the  County 
Council  funds  for  this  purpose  and  the  service  can  be  given  to  any 
old  person  requiring  It  without  cost  to  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee.  I  may  add  that  any  old  person  availing  themselves  of 
this  service  is  charged  2s.  6d.  per  treatment  whether  at  home  or  in 
the  surgery  by  the  chiropodist  attending.  Chiropody  services  are 
also  available  to  expectant  mothers  and  handicapped  persons. 
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Loan  of  Nursing  and  Sick  Room  Requisites 

A  wide  range  of  articles  is  available  for  loans  to  households 
where  there  is  a  sick  person.  These  articles  are  usually  made 
available  on  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Practitioners  and 
Hospital  Doctors  and  the  issues  are  made  from  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  stores  at  1A  Upper  Clifton  Road.  No  charges  are  made  for 
any  of  these  articles  and  during  the  year  534  articles  were  loaned 
as  follows:

I  HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

4  ■  .  ■* 

The  Home  Help  Service  fulfils  two  functions.  Firstly  it  helps  ' 
:!  mothers  who  are  having  their  confinement  at  home  in  the  running 
!  of  their  home  during  their  confinement  and  lying-in  period  and 
I  it  helps  the  elderly.  Those  attended  are  divided  into  short-term 
:  cases  and  long-term  cases.  During  1962  the  short  term  cases 
:  totalled  532  of  which  282  were  under  65  years  of  age  and  250  over 
i  65.  The  long-term  cases  totalled  236,  4  under  65,  and  232  of 
i  65  years  of  age  and  over.  The  total  hours  worked  during  1962, 

;  by  an  average  of  56  part-time  helps,  was  49,131  hours  assistance  as 
I  against  46,947  hours  in  1961,  an  increase  of  2,184  hours.  The 
service  has  continued  to  grow  steadily  in  view  of  the  increase  in 
demand  and  whilst  at  the  present  time  it  is  reasonably  adequate  it 
^  Is  n6w  being  found  more  difficult  to  obtain  suitable  helps.  In  fact 
!  most  of  the  Home  Help  staff  come  from  a  neighbouring  area  of 
,  Birmingham  and  this  in  itself  means  the  source  is  limited  by 
’  distance.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Home  Help  Service  is  of  the 
utmost  value  in  the  care  ofthe  elderly  whoare  waiting  for  admission 
to  hospital  or  who  have  been  discharged  and  are  being  kept  at 
home  by  relatives  who  may  find  it  a  considerable  strain  on  their 
resources  and  on  their  physical  abilities.  It  is  Interesting  to  note 
that  the  National  figures  in  regard  to  the  Home  Help  service  state 
that  about  11%  of  persons  assisted  by  Home  Helps  are  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  whilst  75%  are  elderly  or  chronic  sick.  In 
Sutton  Coldfield  the  figures  are  28%  and  54%  respectively. 


NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATION 

ACT  1948 

Since*  the  advent  of  the  delegation  of  maternity  and  child 
welfare  services  in  1961  the  Borough  Council  has  been  responsible 
for  the  registration  of  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  in  the  Town. 
As  already  mentioned  there  are  no  nurseries  in  the  Town,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  five  child  minders  registered  in  all 
for  30  children.  These  child  minders  serve  a  very  useful  purpose 
and  it  is  likely  that  as  time  goes  on  more  child  minders’  applications 
will  be  coming  forward.  It  is  important  that  those  who  propose 
to  receive  more  than  two  children  under  the  age  of  five  into  their 
home  for  reward  should  realise  that  they  must  be  registered 
under  the  above  regulations,  and  also  that  it  is  necessary  to  obtain 
Town  Planning  permission.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  are  three  systems  of  water  supply  in  the  Borough: 

(o)  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company.  (This  serves 
the  majority  of  the  populated  area). 

(b)  The  Birmingham  City  Water  Undertaking.  (This  serves 
certain  areas  adjacent  to  the  Birmingham  City  Boundary). 

(c)  Private  Supplies.  (Spring  or  well  supplies  in  the  outlying  and 
rural  areas). 

Some  notes  on  these  three  systems  are  given  below: 

(a)  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company. 

The  supply  is  derived  from  five  underground  sources  and  also 
from  the  Blithfield  Reservoir.  Chlorination  is  practised  as  a  pre¬ 
cautionary  measure  at  four  of  the  supplying  stations  and  the  supply 
from  the  Blithfield  Reservoir  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  Seedy 
Mill  Purification  Works.  The  sources  of  supply  are  examined 
regularly  and  frequently,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically, 
and  where  chlorination  is  practised,  bacteriological  samples  of  the 
raw  water  are  examined  where  possible. 

During  1962,  out  of  255  samples  of  water  pumped  to  supply, 
251  samples  were  satisfactory.  152  samples  of  the  water  prior  to 
chlorination  were  examined,  of  which  149  were  satisfactory.  314 
samples  of  the  chlorinated  Blithe  water  were  examined  and  of  these 
303  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

(b)  The  Birmingham  City  Water  Undertaking. 

There  are  2,825  houses  in  the  Borough,  adjacent  to  the 
Birmingham  boundary,  which  are  supplied  with  water  from  the 
mains  of  the  City  of  Birmingham  Water  Department.  This  is  soft 
moorland  water  derived  from  the  Department’s  Elan  gathering 
grounds  in  mid-Wales  and  is  first  treated  by  rapid  gravity  filters 
'’followed  by  treatment  with  hydrated  lime  to  neutralise  its  natural 
acidity  and,  finally,  chlorination  before  entering  the  Elan  Aqueduct. 
After  passing  through  storage  reservoirs  at  the  Birmingham  end 
of  the  Aqueduct,  the  water  is  further  treated  at  the  Frankley 
Works  by  rapid  or  slow  sand  filtration  followed  by  chlorination, 
after  which  it  remains  underground  until  reaching  the  consumers. 


During  1962,  52  weekly  bacteriological  samples  of  the  treated 
water  passing  into  distribution  at  the  Frankley  works  contained  an 
average  of  three  organisms  per  ml.  after  48  hours  incubation  in 
agar  at  37°C.,  the  highest  concentration  in  any  sample  being  27  per 
ml.  E.  coli  Type  1  were  absent  In  all  these  samples.  A  sample 
taken  on  26th  November  showed  nine  irregular  Type  2  coliform 
organisms  per  100  ml.  but  this  result  may  possibly  have  been  due 
to  dust  particles  at  the  sampling  point.  All  subsequent  samples 
taken  from  the  covered  storage  reservoirs  and  taps  In  the  City  were 
excellent.

(c)  Private  Water  Supplies 

In  the  rural  parts  of  the  Borough  there  are  20  houses  on  private 
water  supplies. 

During  the  year  56  samples  were  taken  from  these  supplies,  51 
of  which  were  excellent,  one  satisfactory,  one  suspicious  and  three 
unsatisfactory.  There  is  no  recognised  classification  for  this  type 
of  water  supply  but  the  classifications  given  above  are  based  upon 
results  from  the  Laboratory  and  the  conditions  known  to  exist  at 
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and  around  the  supply.  In  each  case  of  suspicious  or  unsatisfactory 
supplies,  advice  was  given  to  users  on  precautionary  measures. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  this  year  again  requested  a  report 
upon  certain  aspects  of  water  supply.  As  will  be  noted  In  the  fore¬ 
going  report  on  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company 
and  the  Birmingham  City  Water  Undertaking,  quality  and  quantity 
are  excellent.  During  1962  no  defects  were  experienced 
regarding  the  quantity  of  water  available  to  those  houses  on  private 
supplies.  The  results  of  routine  sampling  of  these  gave  rise  to 
little  anxiety. 


HOUSES  WITH  SUB-STANDARD  SANITATION 

(a)  Not  connected  to  main  drainage: 

At  the  31st  December  1962,  241  houses  were  not  connected  to 
main  drainage,  104  having  privy  closets.  Ill  houses  had  a  water 
closet  connected  to  a  cesspool  and  26  were  served  by  a  water 
closet  connected  to  a  treatment  unit. 

The  Corporation  provides  a  cesspool  emptying  service  on 
payment  by  the  occupier.  Pail  closets,  which  are  not  emptied  by 
the  Corporation,  are  mostly  situated  in  the  rural  areas  and  the 
contents  are  emptied  by  the  occupiers  and  buried. 

(b)  Shared  Water  Closets  connected  to  main  sewer: 

96  houses  have  water  closets  used  in  common  with  another 
house. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  stream  courses  which  run  through  the  Borough  continue 
to  give  cause  for  concern  as  they  are  now  increasingly  liable  to 
surcharge  during  and  after  heavy  rain.  Limfted  flooding  occurs 
in  a  number  of  small  areas  In  the  Borough,  sometimes  accompanied 
by  surcharge  of  the  foul  sewers  and  pollution  by  sewage. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  establishment  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  Section  was  fixed  at  five  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
one  pupil,  and  one  shorthand  typist/clerk.  The  pupil  terminated 
her  service  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and  the  establishment  was 
increased  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  a  clerk. 

The  clerical  and  technical  work  continued  to  expand  with  the 
increase  In  population. 
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During  the  year  1,429  complaints  were  received  and  investi¬ 
gated,  the  classification  of  these  complaints  is  set  out  below:

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  is  an  open-air  public  swimming  bath  at  Keeper’s  Pool 
within  Sutton  Park,  with  accommodation  for  adult  swimmers  in 
the  large  bath  and  for  children  in  the  smaller  one. 

The  bath  normally  operates  from  Whitsuntide  until  the  end  of 
August  according  to  weather  conditions  and  during  the  holiday 
season  is  very  popular  with  visitors  to  the  Park. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  season  the  baths  are  normally 
filled  with  a  supply  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Com¬ 
pany  main  and  are  kept  topped  up  during  the  season  from  the  same 
supply.  The  water  is  treated  by  chlorination  and  sand  filtration, 
the  former  by  the  break  point  method  and  the  latter  by  means  of 
pressure  filters. 

In  addition  appropriate  chemicals  are  added  to  the  water  for 
the  control  of  pH  value  and  to  assist  in  sedimentation.  Since  the 
installation  of  the  break  point  chlorination  plant  some  years  ago, 
the  water  at  these  baths  has  been  satisfactory,  apart  from  one  or 
two  very  rare  occasions  and  at  these  times  the  difficulties  have 
been  promptly  resolved. 

Pumping  apparatus  ensures  a  turnover  of  the  bath  water  at 
about  six  hours  frequency. 
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The  bath’s  attendant  tests  the  water  regularly  for  chl^jne 
content  and  periodic  checks  are  made  by  the  Health  Inspectors 

and  samples  taken. 

Reconstruction  of  the  changing  accommodation  and  sanitary 
accommodation  is  being  undertaken  and  will  be  completed  before 
the  baths  re-open  for  the  1963  season. 

Use  of  the  swimming  bath  at  Bishop  Vesey’s  Grammar  School 
continued.  Smaller  installations  at  Banners  Gate  and  Town  County 
Schools  are  now  being  utilised.  Also  in  occasional  use  is  the  b  t 
at  Princess  Alice  School.  In  addition,  other  schools  are  contem- 
plating  the  construction  of  fibre-glass  or  plastic  baths. 

The  water  for  each  of  the  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough 
is  taken  from  the  mains  supply. 


DIRTY  PREMISES  AND  DISINFESTATION 


54  visits  were  made  to  dirty  or  unkempt  houses.  This  is  a 
decline  on  the  number  of  visits  necessary  in  1961.  Very  ^ 
verminous  nature  was  found  but  where  necessary  disinfestation 

was  carried  out  by  the  Department. 


INSECT  CONTROL 

421  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  complaints  regarding 
infestation  by  a  variety  of  creatures,  including  woodworm,  ants. 

wasps,  earwigs,  etc. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  provides  a  comprehensive  service  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  infestation  at  domestic  premises,  being 
treated  without  cost  to  the  owner  or  occupier.  A  charp  is. 
however,  made  in  respect  of  all  business  premises  at  which  treat¬ 
ment  is  carried  out.

SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  quality  of  food  is  adversely  affected  by  chemical  and 
bacteriological  contamination.  Excess  preservatives,  harmful 
chemical  substances,  dilution  or  other  adulteration  of  the  food  is 
supervised  by  routine  samples  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst. 

Bacteriological  contamination  occurs  in  a  variety  of  ways, 
particularly  by  means  of  mishandling  or  unsuitable  storage.  Food 
originally  clean  or  pure  is  rendered  harmful  by  unhygienic 
practices. 

Food  Hygiene  instruction  and  advice  is  given  during  routine 
visits  to  food  premises  and  also  by  lectures  and  demonstrations 
given  to  organisations  within  the  Borough. 

Due  to  the  constant  change  in  the  personnel  of  food  shops 
attention  must  be  given  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  food  hygiene  practice. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 
Improvement  of  Food  Premises 

Since  the  Introduction  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  In  1955 
particular  attention  has  been  given  to  periodic  routine  Inspections 
of  food  premises. 

During  the  seven  years  following  the  introduction  of  the 
Regulations  an  annual  average  of  264  unsatisfactory  conditions  were 
rectified.

Chemical 

Analyses  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs  taken  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  Borough 
(Mr.*R.  K.  Chalmers  of  Messrs.  Bostock  Hill  and  Rigby)  who  also 
carry  out  additional  chemical  examinations  as  required  by  the 
Department. 

Mr.  R.  K.  Chalmers  comments  on  the  year’s  work  as  follows: 

“The  year’s  samples  covered  the  usual  wide  range  of  foods,  and 
a  small  number  of  drugs. 


6°/  of  the  samples  examined  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
some  in  matters  of  substance,  and  some  In  respect  of  bad  or  mis¬ 
leading  labels. 

The  samples  found  unsatisfactory  in  substance  ranged 
Rum  labelled  ‘Not  less  than  70°  Proof’,  which  was  actually  68_6 
Proof-  -a  slight  deficiency,  but  nevertheless  one  not  justified  tor 
the  categorical  description  applied — to  a  chocolate  cake  covering 
which  was  found  to  consist  of  a  chocolate  substitute. 
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The  tomato  paste  solids  contained  110  parts  per  million  of 
Copper,  which  was  excessive,  and  the  Orange  Squash  contained 
460  p.p.m.  of  Sulphur  Dioxide — the  permissible  limit  was  350 
p.p.m.  In  this  case  investigation  showed  that  the  error  had  been 
discovered  by  the  bottlers  after  despatch  of  a  wrongly  compounded 
batch  of  squash,  and  considerable  efforts  were  made  to  recall  all 
the  bottles:  a  few  remained,  however,  and  this  sample  was  one  of 
them.  The  squash  was  not  harmful,  and  a  revised  control  system 
I  was  Immediately  introduced  to  preventthe  possibility  of  recurrence 
of  an  admitted  error. 

The  biscuits  were  unsatisfactory  in  both  labelling  claims  and 
i  substance.  They  were  labelled  ‘For  Dietary  Purposes  and 
i  Slimming  (Starch  Reduced)’.  Neither  the  slimming  claim  nor  the 
!  starched  reduced  statement  were  justified. 

It  seems  necessary  to  keep  a  continual  watch  on  Slimming 
:  claims  or  exaggerated  nutritional  claims  like  those  sometimes 
I  made  for  glucose  present  in  what  are  really  insignificant  amounts. 

I  A  good  deal  is  being  achieved,  however,  by  persuasion,  and  it  is  a 
I  pleasure  to  record  that  a  High  Protein  loaf  was  commended  for 
I  the  correctness  and  fairness  of  its  associated  advertising. 

A  sample  of  milk  contained  particles  of  carbon  and  had  a  faint 
I  smell  like  that  of  Town  Gas.  It  contained  minute  traces  of  Carbon 
I  Monoxide.  The  conclusion  was  that  this  unusual  sample  was 
:i  contaminated  with  exhaust  fumes  or  from  contact  with  some 
i  object  like  a  gas  poker. 

Foreign  bodies  ranged  from  fragments  of  a  cigarette,  to  mould 
1  and  orange  scale  beetles  on  the  surface  of  an  orange.  These 
:[  tenacious  insects  could  only  be  removed  by  scrubbing  with  a  nail 
I  brush,  and  exception  was  taken  to  their  unnecessary  presence  in 
'  these  days  of  comminuted  drinks,  when  the  whole  of  an  orange 
I  may  well  be  used  for  consumption. 

;  There  were  some  infringements  of  labelling  regulations,  mostly 
!  inadvertent,  and  these  matters  were  rectified,  usually  with  the 
!  ready  co-operation  of  the  vendors.  The  principle  underlying  a.il 
I  labelling  requirements  Is  that  the  purchaser  should  know  what  he 
i  is  buying,  which  seems  wholly  reasonable,  and  is  a  state  of  affairs 
I  that  is  slowly  being  realised  in  practice.

DENTAL  SERVICE 

It  will  be  seen  that  during  the  year  it  was 
increase  the  number  of  dental  sessions  per  week  from  18  to  2t>-an 
increase  of  8  sessions  per  week.  It  can  be  seen  too,  from  the 
details  of  inspection,  that  these  rose  from  13  to  48  and  routine 
cases  inspected  from  871  to  4,038. 

In  the  past  it  was  just  possible  to  struggle  along  with  treatments 
for  those  who  urgently  required  them,  but  we  are  now  ^^tunately 
able  to  devote  our  attention  to  prevention— as  should  be  the  case 

with  children. 

The  dental  services  have  passed  through  a  difficult  time,  but 
now  are  beginning  to  see  headway  and  1  would  like  to  ^hank  the 
dental  staffs  both  County  and  Local  who  have  struggled  so  hard  to 
improve  this  service  against  considerable  difficulties.
